A certain amount of violence has come to be expected in 
connection with any Brazilian election. In this case, the 
incidences may be higher than usual because of the political 
readjustments and realignments occasioned by the suicide on 
24 August of President Getulio Vargas. This event not only 
fanned popular passions but left a power vacuum to be exploited 
by hopefuls for the 1955 presidential election. It also 
signalled a major effort on the part of Vargas' Labor Party 
and the Communist Party to gain and hold ground. 


However, the increasing prestige of the new Café Filho 
administration and continued strong military backing for the 
new president make it unlikely that any disturbances will get 
out of hand. The prompt quelling of disturbances in the more 
remote areas of the larger states may present difficulties, 
but the military is considered capable of either maintaining 
or_restoring order in all cases.
